by 12 per cent and raised freight 
rates on all other com m odities by 
15 p er cent 
T he railroads argued at the h ear 
ings that cancellation of the in 
creases would drop their earnings 
to “ a potential disaster level” and 
‘‘seriously th reaten the solvency” 
of m an y individual lines 
T he A griculture D epartm ent con­ 
tended before the ICC th at higher 
freight costs have contributed to 
the drop in farm incom e in two 
w ays— by depressing prices which 
fa rm e rs receive for their products 
and by raising prices they have 
to pay for supplies. 
The 
d e p a r tm e n ts 
spokesm an 
said that a “ dow nward adjustm ent 
in agricultural freight rates at t hi - 
tim e would help alleviate” the farm 
price situation which is seriously 
concerning governm ent officials. 
The National Coal Assn. argued 
that tho railroads had jacked up 
their freight charg es on coal in 
o rd er to offset losses on passenger 
service. 
The coal industry, which 
has only recently 
been 
.snapping 
out of a bad econom ic slum p of 
its own, urged th a t the rate* be 
allowed to revert to the old levels.
